The local Parliament being still in 
session, v.-e are ilesirious of directing 
the members' attention to the relation 
in -which the newly-created electoral 
district of Cassiar stands towards the 
Constitution Amendment Bill. In that 
Bill no provision is found for the regis- 
tration of voters at Oassiar, and regis- 
trations must, as a matter of course, be 
made under the Act of 1878, which 
provides for the appointment of a col- 
lector of claims to vote. If the datoof 
the reception of these claims was not 
arbitrarily fixed by the Act_ of 1878 
the difficulty might be easily overcome. 
But it would appear by that Act that 
if claims to vote are not posted up in 
the Collector's office on or before May 
the 1st, 1879, no votes can be record- 
ed. The bill of the present session is, 
therefore, practically inoperative ; only 
such voters as may send in their claims 
on or before the 1st of next month will 
be legally constituted electors or Cas- 
siar; and as no collector has been ap- 
pointed to receive the applications 
or make out the list, unless the House 
should come to the rolief of Cas- 
siar by extending the time for record- 
ing votes, and calling upon the Govern- 
ment to appoint a collector, there will 
be no voters' list at Cassiar. Conse- 
quently, should a vacancy occur in the 
Kootenay representation during the ro- 
cess the next session must be held with 
only twenty-four member!!. It may 
prove, however, that the Government 
have already arranged for a limited re- 
gistration, which would include only 
those electors who are known or believ- 
od to be loyal to the existing Govern- 
ment; and that should an election be 
held two-thirds of the miners will be 
disfranchised, while ft favored one- 
third who will have received private) 
intimation will return a representative. 
By the Act of last session Nanaimoand 
Cassiar were completely humbugged. 
The defect, so far as Nanaimo's inter- 
ests go, has been removed; butCnssiar's 
claims to representation will not be sa- 
tisfied unless (i new Bill to alter the 
date of registration shall be introduced 
and passed before the members now in 
session shall have separated. If the 
present Government intend to act fair- 
ly by Cassiar now is the time. 

A HOUSE DIVIDED, ETC. 



Proceedings in the House yesterday 
afforded an opportunity of realizing 
the unenviable position the Govern- 
ment occupy in the matter of the re- 
lationship existing between them and 
their own supporters. For the reason 
that they consider the Government are 
not justified in withholding important 
measures from the House, and only 
bringing them clown after two months 
have been passed in session; and for 
the additional reason that experience 
has taught them that their best efforts 
fail to induce the Government to ac- 
cept desirable amendments to their 
bills, tho Opposition members carefully 
abstained from taking part in the de- 
bate on the School Bill, which was read 
a second time yesterday. The conse- 
quence was that the curious spectacle 
of a Government measure being assail- 
ed by Government supporters was 
exhibited. With such dogged persever- 
ance was the Government opposed by 
its own avowed friends that thereby the 
entire sitting of four hours was con- 
sumed without two clauses of the bill 
being passed. A Gity representa- 
tive, Mr. (C. P.) Wilson, finding there 
•was no opposition to nag at, kept 
up a constant nag, nag, nagging 
at the Government. No wonder 
the Premier subsequently took occa- 
sion to deal a well-merited snub to his 
whilom ally for his obstructiveness. It 
has been fully demonstrated during the 
present and last sessions of Parliament 
that Victoria's second member cannot 
rise above the sneering, fault-finding 
proclivities which ho evidently mis- 
takes for legislative ability; but that 
lie should annoy his own friends and 
colleagues, the very men by hanging 
to whoso coattails he secured a position 
which would otherwise have been be- 
yond his reach, is more than this Gov- 
ernment should bo called upon to sub- 
mit to. 



THE LIEN BILL 



This sound and good measure passed 
its third reading yesterday. It is but 
paying scant justice to the Opposition 
to remark that the introducer, Mr. 
Duu.mmond, received every assistance 
and sympathy from that side of the 
House. He has very little, if any- 
thing, to thank some of his own politi- 
cal friends for. We are not in the ha- 
bit of complimenting the third member 
for the City ; but we must say that we 
admire the pluck and dash he has dis- 
played in pushing theLienBill through 
against heavy odds.

ITicola. 

Editor Colonist: — Past courtesies 
embolden mo in soliciting space for a 
brief report of a very pleasant evening 
spent in the First Presbyterian Church 
at Nicola on tho Gth inst. Some two 
months ago, when the residence of Mr. 
Woodward was destroyed by (ire, con- 
suming everything within the struc- 
ture, the Rev. J. Turner (who made 
Mr. Woodward's house his home) was 
unfortunate enough to have his entire 
wardrobe, books, and other valuables 
burnt up, entailing upon him a heavy 
loss. To in a small way lighten the 
burden Mr. Turner's many friends of 
all denominations in Nicola conceived 
the idea of holding a social or tea meet- 
ing as a sort of benefit on his behalf. 
Consequently the good people of Nico- 
la, with their characteristic generosity 
and immediate action on such matters, 
made the affair complete in about the 
same time, as many communities 
would take to talk it over.

Wednesday, April 2. 
Mr. Speaker took tho chair at '2 05 p.m. 

KErORTS. 

Mr. Wilson presented a report from 
tho committee appointed to enquire into 
tho Kootonay scandal. 

Mr. Smitho said ho was not aware, as a 
member of that committee, that there was 
any report ready for presentation. No 
report had been submitted to him. 

'Mr. Wilson said tho lion, gentleman 
had scon the report and tho only objection 
ho had to it was tho word "late." 

Mr. Smitho said ho must object to re- 
ports being presented in this manner. He 
had attended every meeting of tho com- 
mitteo and was unaware that any report 
was ready. He might have several ex- 
tensive amendments to that report and 
yet it was drawn up without his being 
consulted at all. Tho report should first 
be drawn up and then submitted to the 
committeo as a whole. 

Mr. Vernon called the attention of Mr. 
Speaker to tho fact that there was no 
question before the House and that this 
discussion was entirely out of order. 

After sonto further discussion Mr. 
Speaker ruled that tho report could not 
bo road us it was not a report of tho wholo 
committee, it never having been sub- 
mitted to that committee and adopted by 
them. 

NANAIMO .strike. 
Mr. Evans moved that a return be sent 
down of all moneys paid in connection 
with the dispatch of volunteers, or 
militia, to Nanainio, relativo to tho Min- 
ers' strike, in the spring of 1877, showing 
to whom paid, and the amount in each 
caso, together with the authority for such 
payment. Carried. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem called attention to 
the fact of the Finance Committee's delay 
in presenting reports. 

PRIVILEGE. 

Mr. Drunimond rose to a question of 
privilege and stated that he had been re- 
ported in 'The Colonist on the Lions Bill 
as using language such as ho would not 
take upon himself the responsibility of. 
(Laughter. ) 

PUBLIC SCHOOLS ACT AMENDMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys in moving the 
second reading of this Bill said its object 
was to do away with tho Board ot Educa- 
tion as he considered it most inadvisable 
that they should have the solo charge of 
the expenditure of so largo a sum of 
money as that voted by the House. The 
charge of this monoy had not been trans- 
ferred to the Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council, but to a Board of Trustees, who 
would also have the power of appointment 
and dismissal of teachers. 

The bill was read a second time and 
committed, with Mr. Bennett in tho chair. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that tho great- 
er part of tho bill was a more repetition 
of tho bill of 1877. 

Clause 1, repealing certain clauses in 
the Consolidated Public School Act, 1877, 
was laid over. 

Clause 2, giving the Lieut. -Governor in 
Council power to appoint a Superinten- 
dent, passed. 

Clause 3. Tho Lieut. -Governor may 
authorize high schools in districts where ho 
may think it advisable. Passed. 

Clause 4 (Sec. 1.) The Lieut. -Govornor 
to appoint two examiners who shall grant 
certificates of qualification. A first-class 
certificate to be good for four years, a 
second-class good for three years and a 
third-class for one year. Passed. 

Section 2. Tho Liout. -Governor to 
temporarily appoint an inspector at a 
reasonable remuneration to visit the 
schools. 

Tho clause passed without amend- 
ment. 

Clause 5 regulates the duties of tho 
Superintendent of Education. Subsec- 
tion 1 says that it shall be his duty to so- 
lect, adopt and prescribe a uniform series 
of text books to be used in schools. 

Mr. Helgesen said the power was too 
great to be placed in one man's hands. It 
was possiblo a dishonest Superintendent 
might be appointed. 

Mr. Wilson would like to see religious 
books ruled out of the schools. 

Mr. Galbraith said the Superintendent 
might bo a man of strong bias and conse- 
quently could introduce books having a 
particular roligious tendency. It was un- 
desirable that he should have that power. 

The subsection passed. 

Succeeding subsections state that tho Su- 
perintendent shall make rules for tho 
conduct of schools and take charge of ap- 
paratus. 

Mr. Wilson would like to see tho 
Kindergarten system adopted in schools 
for young children. He thought the 
Government should expend a large sum 
on apparatus, which was vqry scarce in 
tho "Victoria public schools. 

Mr. Evans asked what the Kinder- 
garten systom was. Ho did not know 
what the hon. gentleman meant. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Mr. Wilson said if that was the caso ho 
would not go into the matter further. 

Mr. Galbraith said it was a disgrace to 
tho princely merchants of Victoria city if 
they did not takosutlicient interest in the 
schools to present them with maps, globes 
and other apparatus. Such was not the 
caso in Ontario. 

Mr. Wilson said he thought the mer- 
chants did very well. They provided the 
children and tho Government the edu- 
cation. 

Mr. Gallagher thought the parents of 
children attending public schools should 
furnish books and apparatus. He hoped 
the Government would not assume that 
responsibility. 

Tho subsection passed. 

Subsection 4 — To establish a separate 
school for females where it may bo deemed 
oxpediont; such school may be presided 
over by a femalo teachor or teachers. 

Mr. Evnns thouefht this duty should be 
assigned to school trustees. 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said ho know of 
sovoral instances in which parents of 
children had positively refused to allow 
their girls to attend a school at which 
there were male pupils. It was right 
that tho Superintendent should havo the 
discretionary power proposed. 

Mr. Helgeson spoko in favor of tho 



separate school system. Tho mixed sys- 
tem had done much to bring tho public 
schools into disrepute. 

Mr. Wilson said a feoling existed 
amongst parents in Victoria that tho sexes 
should bo separated, especially in the 
higher branches of the schools. He 
would like to seo the number of pupils 
necessary for tho establishment of a sepa- 
rate school stated. 

Mr. Evans said when ho went to school 
ho never heard of anything like a separ- 
ate public school. Much good resulted 
from the intermingling of tho sexes. He 
spoko Worn experience; not only had he 
boon to school but ho had taught school 
as well. Ho spoke also as a parent and 
could not seo what harm would result 
from the mixed system. 

Mr. Williams was opposed to the 
mixed system, especially in tho high 
school. When ho weat to school, which, 
was some time ago, boys and girls wore 
much better than they are to-day. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that the reven- 
ue of the Province would not permit of 
tho general adoption of the separate 
school system. It might, however, bo 
applied to tho city of Victoria, but in the 
outside districts it would result in tho 
closing of a majority of tho schools. 

Mr. Galbraith said ho wanted further 
information on several clauses and 
moved that the committee report pro- 
gress. Carried. 

Hon. Mr, Walkem moved that the 
Houso at its rising adjourn till 2 o'clock 
to-morrow. (Opposition members — No, 
no.) 

Tho motion was carried by a vote of 12 
to 4. 

FEES OF SHERIFFS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved tho second 
reading of this bill, which, ho said, was 
necessitated by tho fact that under exist- 
ing circumstances the Sheriffs fees were 
so few that tho remuneration derivable 
therefrom had been reduced to almost 
starvation point. Many fees' which for- 
merly went to the sheriff by the change 
made last session were now paid to the 
Government. Tho bill would simply pro- 
vido that tho shoriff should attend to his 
legitimate business and collect his legiti- 
mate fees. 

Mr. Wilson and Mr. Williams spoke in 
favor of the bill, which then passed its 
second reading. 

CANCELLATION OF DEBENTURES, 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved the second 
reading of a Bill to cancel certain deben- 
tures issued iindor the authority of tho 
Loa:* Acts of 1874 and 1870 and to repeal 
the Loan Act of 1870. Tho measure was 
simply a notification to tho public of the 
cancellation. 

The Bill was read a second time. 

LIEN BILL. 

The report on this Bill was adopted. 

Mr. Wilson said before it passed its 
third reading ho would like to movo an 
amendment that every person registering 
a lien on u building shall be required to 
notify tho owner the samo day as the lien 
is registered. 

Mr. Druminond objected to any such 
interference. The owner of a building 
might bo in San Francisco or elsewhere 
and notification on the samo day would be 
impossible. A certificate from the regis- 
trar that all liens on a building had been 
wiped off was all that was necessary for 
tho protection of the owner. 

Mr. Wilson said such a provision as ho 
proposed was only fair to the owner, who 
might otherwise pay the contractor with- 
out any knowledge that a lien on tho 
building had been registered by a work- 
ingman. 

Tho Bill passed its third reading with- 
out the insertion of the amendment. 

Mr. Evans regretted the introducer of 
tho Bill had refusod assistance from hon. 
members and it would bo seen that the 
workingmen would acknowledge inside of 
twelve months that they had boon fooled. 
(Mr. Drummond — No.) 

After further discussion the Bill passed 
its final stage and the House then ad- 
journed till 2 p.m. on Thursday. 

Seizuro of an Illicit Still. 

C. T. Dupont, Esq., Inspector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, yesterday seized at Stein- 
bergor's farm, eight miles from town, on 
the East Saanich road, an illicit still with 
a daily capacity of 15 to 20 gallons. Tho 
still was destroyed and all the spirits on 
hand spilled on the ground. This is tho 
first seizure of tho kind made in the Pro- 



Cuilliwhack. — It has rained steadily 
for the last thirty-eight days. Were it 
not for the drain placed opposite Mr. Mc- 
Cutcheon's residence to protect the wagon 
road from being overflowed by freshets 
travel between tho settlements would 
have to be suspended. . . .Seeding prepar- 
ations aro in a backward state ....

Lecture. — A lecturo in refutation of 
the theory advanced by materialists was 
delivered by Dr. Dean Clarke at Central 
Hall, Viewstrcct, lastnight.

It was inhabited by whiskey sellers, 
principally, and no respectablo man would 
live there. "This," added Mr. Courtney, 
"is my apology, and 1 will make no 
other. "

yestorday morning. She will proceod to 
Hastings mill and, having received a cargo 
of lumber, will return to Shanghai.

— It is under- 
stood that Congressman King of 
Louisiana will to-morrow ask unan- 
imous consent to offer a resolution re- 
questing the President to inform the 
House whether or not Sitting Bull 
and his forces were provided with arms 
and munitions of war while on Can- 
adian territory; and further, asking 
whether a sufficient number of troops 
havo been ordered to the Northwest in 
anticipation of hostilo acts on the part 
of Sitting Bull and his followers? 

Washington, April 1 — In the OHvor- 
Cameron case the jury rendered a ver- 
dict for the defendant. 



SOUTHERN STATES. 
New Orleans, April 1. — The negro 
exodus continues in the northern part 
of the Stato. Roughly estimated it 
may be said that 10,000 negroes will 
have left by the time the fever of 
emigration ends. 



CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, April 1. — Resolu- 
tions against the adoption of the new 
constitution drawn up by a committee 
of the Merchants' Protective Associa- 
tion are being circulated among busi- 
ness men and are raising many signa- 
tures. When they have been generally 
signed the resolutions will come before 
a general meeting of merchants for 
adoption.

EASTERN STATES. 

St. Louis, April 2.' — The Republi- 
cans elected one and the Democrats 
five councilmen. The new council 
stands 7 Republicans and 6 Democrats. 

Chicago, April 2. — Returns this 
morning give Harrison 23,356; Wright 
19,0G3 and Schmidt about 8500. The 
whole city Democratic ticket is elected 
by a majority probably ranging from 
3500 to 4500. The vote on aldermen 
cannot be given, but tho socialists elect 
several of their men. Some 20 pre- 
cincts are yet to hear from. 

New York, April 2. — The storm of 
Monday was the severest felt on Long 
Island during tho winter. Snow 
drifts live feet high made the Long 
Island railroad impassable. 

The Sun's Washington special says a 
vigorous attempt during tho present 
congress will bo made to procure the 
passage of a bill to throw open the In 
dian territory for settlement. 

New York, April 2. — An organiza- 
tion called the St. Dominic's Coloniza- 
tion Society of the city of Now York 
has been formed for the purchase of 
lands in Kansas to be sold at cost price 
to members actually settling on them. 
They propose erecting a large 
building on the tract for general use 
until the families are able to provide 
themselves with separate shelter; and 
also to loan monoy to colonists when 
embarrassed through sickness or fail- 
ure, The movement is in the interest 
of Irish laborers and under the guid- 
ance of the Catholic Church,

"The Cavendishes," says the London 
World, "are scarcely the people to relish 
a joke, especially when made at their 
expense. A pretty lady, American by 
birth, but English by marriage, the 
other day asked the noble lord of tho 
Opposition whether he had ever s,een 
a goose stand on one leg, and on his re- 
plying in tho negative advised him to 
get up and see what it was like. The 
countenance of of the noble lord's face, 
though lie took it very good-naturedly, 
was a study. 

Tho Daily Telegraph says: — Tho 
name of a Mr. John Dunn is frequently 
referred to, and I may explain that the 
gentlemen so named is of Scotch par- 
entage, born at Port Elizabeth, in tho 
Cape Colony, and is about forty years 
of age. He is, or was, a "Zulu chief," 
with domestic arrangements suitable to 
the position, a sort of Prime Minister 
to Cetywayo, and also in the pay of tho 
Natal Government (not in a political 
way) to tho tune of £300 per annum. 
Ho has his own kraals and his own 
tribe of Zulus; and by trading in guns, 
cattle, &6., has amassed n pretty good 
fortune, I believe. About twelve days 
after Cetywayo received the ultimatum 
he sent a message to John Dunn, who 
was then at his own place, to this 
effect — "I am going to fight, 1 will eat 
up every English soldier as a piece of 
meat, and when they are all finished 
my appetite will be keener than it is 
at the beginning. " John Dunn had de- 
cided that he and his tribe would be 
neutral, and he crossed into Natal and 
sought an interview with General Lord 
Chelmsford, to inform him accordingly. 
The General received him at once, and, 
in reply to his statement, informed him 
that, of course, he must choose his own 
line of conduct, but added, "It is only 
right, however, that I should tell you 
that, when war has onco begun, I shall 
treat every man 1 meet in tho Zulu 
ceuntry as an enemy." This soon solv- 
ed any doubt John Dunn may havo 
had as to his position, and it was 
agreed that Dunn and his people and 
cattle should come over into Natal, giv- 
ing up their arms to the General when 
they came over, and they would have 
land given them to live upon until, tho 
war being over, they might return to 
their location. Accordingly in the last 
days of 1878 Dunn, with his whole 
tribe, ostimuted at 2,500 men, women, 
and children, with about 1,000 head of 
cattle, came over into Natal. The men 
were disarmed as they landed on this 
side the Tugela. Their crossing looked 
like nothing else than a "skedaddle" in 
double quick time; but, fortunately, 
was peacefully effected, though a few 
men wero drowned while driving tho 
cattle through the river, which was than 
almost at flood level. 

Lord Chelmsford, Commander-in- 
Chief of the British forces at tho Cape, 
is the eldest son of the late nobleman 
of that name, who was so well known 
as an ex-Lord Chancellor, and who died 
only last year. The present holder of 
the title, who was previously known 
as the Hon. Frederick Augustus Thesi- 
ger, was born in 1827, so that he is 
now in the fifty-second year of his age. 

A musician, George Sharp, had his 
namo on his door thus: "G. Sharp." A 
wag of a painter, who knew something 
of music, early ono morning made the 
following addition^ "Is A flat." 

They begged him to play a little. 
He seemed to feel bashful at first, but 
after a while he began to paw the ivory 
vigorously. "What power!" said a 
listener to the owner of the piano. 
"Yes," exclaimed tho latter in alarm, 
"lie seems to have considerable muscle; 
but he ought to hare known that this 
isn't a gymnasium." 

Mrs. Woldon, notorious for her dif- 
ficulties with her husband, and her 
confinement in a lunatic asylum as the 
alleged result of a conspiracy in which 
she took a leading part, has been tell- 
ing her story in successive numbers of 
the London Figaro, and Mr. Weldonand 
Sir Henry do Barthe have brought an 
action against the proprietor and pub- 
lisher of that journal. 

George Augustus Sala, writing to 
the Illustrated London News, says that 
his fifty-four tickets in the exhibition 
lottery turned out blanks, and he lacks 
words wherewith to express his "indig- 
nation at such an immoral encourage- 
ment of public gambling having been 
sanctioned by the French Government. 
Public lotteries are public scandals 
and nuisances, and direct incentives to 
fraud." 

A young man named Tunstall has 
died in great agony from injuries sus- 
tained at a football match. The play 
is described as very rough. 

Count Moltke has directed the Gen- 
eral Staff to make the Afghan \var a 
subject of special study. The German 
War Office follows the events in Af- 
ghanistan with unremitting interest, 
and a particular department has been 
instituted to take notice of what is go- 
ing on, and to report regularly to 
Count Moltke upon the progress of the 
campaign. 

Unpleasant reports come in of cruel- 
ties which our Ghoorka troops were al- 
leged to have perpetrated on tho field 
of battle. This is now confirmed by 
the Times of India, which after stating 
that "it would be difficult to find men 
more bloodthirsty or more reinoreless in 
the hour of victory," adds that "to the 
wounded they showed no mercy." 

A Scotch settler, just returned home 
from South Africa, said, at an inter- 
tainment given him by a number of his 
friends, he was not afraid of the Zulus 
with whom he had mixed for many 
years, and had found them honest, hard- 
working, grateful people. Knowing as 
he did, their bravery and endurance, 
he was not surprised at the result of 
the careless generalship displayed by 
Lord Chelmsford.
